Fairbanks, Alaska, March 19 
(ZP) — A fruitless sev en-mo nth 
hunt fro m Alaska fo r the six 
missing Russian transpo lar fliers 
ended to day . The So v iet go v ern­ 
ment 
indicated 
any

search wo uld be carried o n fro m 
the Russian side o f the Arctic. 
Wireless and weather repo rt­ 
ing sy stems were being disman­ 
tled, and Sir Geo rge Hubert Wil­ 
kins* Aklav ik, N. W. T., base was 
abando ned^ Wilkins and his par­ 
ty flew y esterday to Edmo nto n, 
Alta., en ro ute to New Yo rk. Wil­ 
kins was emplo y ed by the So v iet 
go v ernment fo r the search. 
Michael B. Beliako v , So v iet 
representativ e here, said he was 
returning to Washingto n, D. C. 
Wilkins ex pressed the o pinio n: 
“ The drift in the Arctic ice 
wo uld hav e carried the missing 
men o v er to the Russian side o f 
the Arctic o cean by no w if they 
landed o n the ice.” 
The transpo lar plane, pilo ted 
by Sigismund Lev aneffsky , was 
last heard fro m early o n Aug. 13 
— 28 ho urs after leav ing Mo sco w 
fo r Fairbanks, 4,100 miles away . 
Sho rtly after passing the po le 
o ne o f the ship’s fo ur mo to rs 
failed. The last message said: 
No bearings . . . hav ing tro uble 
with .. . wav e band.” 
Tho usands o f miles o f fly ing 
failed to disclo se a trace o f the 
missing men. Wilkins said that 
since last Octo ber he had co v ­ 
ered 21,000 miles and that his fi­ 
nal flight last week was equiv ­ 
alent to cro ssing the Atlantic.

^Lithuania Accepts Po lish De­ 
mands to End Tense Situa­ 
tio n; Go o d Will Era Is 
No w Predicted. 


NO HUMILIATION 
FOR LITHUANIA 


Wasaw,% March 19 (ZP) — War 
apparently was av erted between 
Po land and Lithuania to day 
thro ugh the unco nditio nal ac­ 
ceptance by Lithuania o f all 
Po lish demands. 
The Lithuanian minister at 
Tallinn, Esto nia, handed his 
go v ernment’s reply to the Po lish 
minister at no o n. 
News that there wo uld be no 
war between the Baltic neigh­ 
bo rs caused great satisfactio n in 
Warsaw. 
The Po lish go v ernment de­ 
termined to do no thing, that 
wo uld humiliate Lithuania. 
It was said in o fficial quarters 
that Lithuania’s acceptance o f 
Po lish terms was regarded no t 
as submissio n to an ultimatum 
but as a gesture o f mo deratio n 
and go o d will. 
It was understo o d the Lith­ 
uanian no te read as fo llo ws:

Indianapolis, March 18 (ZP) — A 
statehouse spokesman disclosed 
today the Townsend adminis­ 
tration had shelv ed, “at least for 
the present,” a plan to mov e 
Purdue univ ersity’s radio station 
(WBAA) here and use its facili­ 
ties for educational b roadcasts. 
Pending b efore the federal 
communications commission in 
Washington is the univ ersity’s 
petition asking an increase to 
5,000 watts in the station’s power 
and authority to mov e it to the 
Hoosier capital. Hearing on tho 
petition has b een set for April 18. 
Originally, state officials had 
proposed to b ring the station to 
Indianapolis and giv e Indiana 
and Purdue univ ersities, Ball 
State and Indiana State teach­ 
ers colleges and the state depart­ 
ment of pub lic instruction “free 
tiriSe” for educational programs. 
First ob stacle encountered in 
the plans, the spokesman said, 
was the necessity of raising ap­ 
proximately $75,000 to finance 
the remov al and re-estab lish­ 
ment of the station. Edward P. 
Brennan, state b udget director, 
informed Gov ernor Townsend 
and 
representativ es 
of 
the 
schools the money was not av ail­ 
ab le. 
Second b arrier outlined b y the 
spokesman \?^ls to the effect that 
Gov ernor Townsend’s adv isers 
had told him the plan, if car­ 
ried out, would b ring “political 
heat” on the administration. The 
adv isers were quoted as saying 
the plan would b e b randed as 
an attempt to disseminate “prop­ 
aganda” for the administration. 
A third ob jection was v oiced b y 
representativ es of Indiana uni­ 
v ersity, he said. Indiana univ er­ 
sity officials hav e taken the po­ 
sition the school’s “radio b road­ 
casting activ ities are satisfac­ 
tory as they now exist.” 
Following the proposal to de­ 
v ote the station’s entire time on 
the air to educational programs, 
a committee was chosen b y the 
gov ernor to inv estigate the mat­ 
ter. Memb ers said “It would b e 
extremely .difficult to plan pro­ 
grams to consume the entire 
eighteen hours the station would 
b roadcast.” 
Purdue officials hav e indicated 
they wish permission to increase 
the station’s power ev en if the 
transfer is not made.

strapped in the chair. 
At its conclusion, two charges 
of electricity were applied, the 
first at 6:37 a. rn. 
In his final statement, Brockel­ 
hurst spoke with b itterness of his 
romance with the Rockford girl 
who accompanied him on his 
hitch-hiking tour and who was 
acquitted of a charge of murder 
after Brockelhurst had b een con­ 
v icted at Lonoke, Ark., of the 
slaying of Gates. 
“The only thing that b rought 
me down to this was a slight lov e 
affair with a girl,” he said as he 
sat in the chair. “I don’t want 
her to get the chair, b ut she was 
as guilty as I.” 
He went to dpath just ahead 
of his death-house cell-mate of 
ttye last sev eral months, 30-year- 
old Joe Newt Sims, farmer and 
WPA worker, conv icted of chop­ 
ping his young wife to death 
with an axe on Mother's Day of 
1937. Sims claimed he was “crazy 
drunk” when he killed his wife.

If Gladden b elongs to the just- 
like-mother-used-to-make school 
of 'feeding, Poultryman Ephriam 
Markley of near Goshen is on the 
other side of the fence and 
strong for upto-date, scientific 
methods in the care of what’s in 
the b arnyard. 
In fact, Markley has started 
a cafeteria for some of his white 
Leghorn pullets. And he says the 
cafeteria-fed pullets lay more 
eggs than the ones fed the old 
way. 
His “cafeteria” is a hopper di­ 
vided into four sections. In half 
the hopper he puts laying mash. 
In the other two sections are 
shelled corn and oats. He keeps 
the hopper full so the chickens 
can eat all they want. 
Markley feeds a pen of 109 
chickens this way. For the rest 
of his 600 pullets he puts only 
mash in hoppers and throws the 
corn and oats on the floor.
